RBC/RBTT opens new Caribbean headquarters 



St. Clair Place, RBTT’s new headquarters, was formally opened 
in Port of Spain, Trinidad, on May 12. Once the integration of 
RBC and RBTT has been completed, St. Clair Place will become 
the centre for the entire RBC Caribbean network—from The 
Bahamas to Suriname.

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Historic artefacts will be returned to St. Maarten 


PHILIPSBURG—Several of 
St. Maarten’s archaeological 
artefacts currently being 
held on Curasao will be 
returned to St. Maarten, 
Culture Commissioner 

Maria Buncamper-Molanus 
announced Tuesday. 

“Part of St. Maarten’s history 
is returning to the people of 
St. Maarten... 

We are on our way to 
country status and as such 
it is important for us to 
secure as many parts of our 
history as possible for future 
generations,” Buncamper- 
Molanus explained. 

The Executive Council 
informed Culture Minister 
Omayra Leeflang via letter 
that St. Maarten has decided to 
seek the return of the artefacts 
at the earliest opportunity 


via the Dutch Naval vessel 
Pelikaan. 

The artefacts are currently at 
the National Archaeological 
and Anthropological Museum 
on Curasao (NAAM). Once 
back on St. Maarten, the 
registration of the returned 
material can be carried out 
with the cooperation of the 
St. Maarten Museum and the 
St. Maarten Archaeological 
Centre (SIMARC). 

“St. Maarten participated in a 
meeting organized by NAAM 
in Curasao in March, which 
focused on the implications 
the constitutional changes of 
all of the islands will have on 
the management of the cultural 
resources of the Netherlands 
Antilles and in particular 
on the cultural heritage of 
the individual islands,” 


Buncamper-Molanus said. 
“There were several points of 
views exchanged on issues 
such as sharing of knowledge, 
educational projects and 
archaeological research 
between the islands. The one 
thing I believe which was 
made clear was that historical 
artefacts belonging to the 
islands that were shipped to 
Curasao at some point in time 
in the past, should be returned 
to the islands.

Allen, 23, of Conway, Ark., 
won by an undisclosed 
margin over Lambert, 27, 
of San Diego, a powerful 
singer who’d been cast by the 
show’s judges as the front¬ 
runner.

(AP Photo/Chris Pizzello, file) 
said nearly 100 million votes 
were sent by phone or text 
message after last Tuesday’s 
final performance, but did not 
mention how those votes were 
divided. 

While anyone in the United 
States could phone in votes, 
only AT&T customers were 
allowed to text. 

About 20 phones were 
brought to two separate 
parties in Arkansas, and two 
of those phones were capable 
of sending multiple votes by 
so-called “power texting,” 
a person familiar with the 
gatherings said. A second 
person, with knowledge of the 


voting results, said Allen won 
by a large enough margin that 
a handful of voters could not 
have swayed the outcome. 
Both spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to comment 
on the voting process or the 
Arkansas parties. 

“Idol” prohibits “power 
voting” by text or phone, and 
has internal safeguards against 
the practice.

Report: Daniel Craig and 
Hugh Jackman B’way bound 
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Slumping Treasury bond prices send stocks lower

NEW YORK - The stock 
market put its rally back on 
hold as investors worried 
about rising borrowing costs. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell almost 175 points 
Wednesday, erasing most of 
the previous day’s rally as 
a jump in government bond 
yields fanned concerns that 
higher interest rates will sap 
strength from the economy. 


A steep drop in the price of the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note pushed its yield up to 
3.75 percent from 3.55 percent 
late Tuesday and to the highest 
level since November. Bond 
investors were selling on 
concerns that the huge amount 
of debt the government is 
selling to fund its bailout 
programs will ultimately keep 
Treasury prices down. 

Along with increasing 
borrowing costs for the 


government, rising yields on 
Treasury debt could hamper 
an economic recovery since 
they are used as benchmarks 
for home mortgages and 
other kinds of loans. Higher 
mortgage rates could delay 
a recovery in the battered 
housing market. 

“The equity market is getting 
worried about the ‘green 
shoots.’ I think the deer have 
nipped off a few and I think a 
few turned out to be weeds,” 


GM all but certain to file for Chapter 11

DETROIT - General Motors, 
the company that put tail 
fins on a Cadillac and was 
once the nation’s largest 
employer, moved to the edge 
of bankruptcy Wednesday as 
debtholders refused a last- 
ditch deal. Crosstown rival 
Chrysler hoped to pull off a 
quick exit from Chapter 11 
and prove there is hope yet for 
a leaner Detroit. 

Investors who are owedbillions 
of dollars by GM rebelled 
against a plan to accept a 
sliver stake in the company in 
exchange for their bonds, one 
of the government-imposed 
conditions for restructuring 
out of court. 

A bankruptcy filing could 
come within days — perhaps

around Monday, which had 
been the government deadline 
for GM to reorganize. 
Meanwhile, Chrysler was in 
a marathon session in federal 
court in New York, trying to 
persuade a judge to sign off 
on its plan to sell most of its 
assets to Italian automaker 
Fiat. 

Since Chrysler entered 
bankruptcy protection four 
weeks ago, its sales have 
fallen but not tanked, raising 
hopes that both automakers 
might be able to shed debts 
and modify contracts under 
court protection and emerge 
leaner, stronger and more 
competitive. 

The U.S. government 
has pledged to back both 
companies’ warranties to 
reassure consumers their 
purchases will be protected no 


matter what happens. Analysts 
say that seems to be helping 
Chrysler, where sales during 
the first two weeks of May 
fell at about the same rate as 
the whole U.S. market. 

At the Jack Maxton Chevrolet 
dealership in the Columbus, 
Ohio, suburb of Worthington, 
it appeared to be business as 
usual Wednesday even as GM 
contemplated bankruptcy. 

One salesman took a family on 
a test drive, a man put on his 
glasses to take a closer look at 
the sticker for a new Camaro, 
a car was being cleaned by 
the service department’s 
automatic car wash and the 
receptionist was busy routing 
phone calls. 

Owner Jeff Mauk said 
President Barack Obama’s 
pledge to back warranties 
seems to have erased some of 
the fear for potential buyers. 
As for a potential bankruptcy 
filing, Mauk’s sentiment is the 
sooner the better. 

“If they are going to do it,” 
he said, “let’s do it and get 
through it.” 

Dana Johnson, chief 
economist at Comerica 
Inc., the financial services 
company, said Americans 
are more accustomed to the 
bankruptcy process than many 
people think. 

“Banks fail and reopen 
under new names and that 
doesn’t seem to be much of a 
problem,” Johnson said. Q

said Hank Herrmann, chief 
executive of Waddell & Reed. 
Herrmann was referring to 
early positive signs in the 
economy that Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bemanke has 
called “green shoots.” 

While Wall Street has been 
rallying for most of the past 
three months on those early 
signs of recovery, it has also 
been vulnerable to unexpected 
turns such as the jump in 
Treasury yields. 

“Stocks are following bonds,” 
said John Brady, senior vice 
president of global interest 
rate products at MF Global. 
“Will the economy grow and 
expand vigorously in the face 
of sustained higher interest 
rates?” 

The Dow lost ground for the 
fifth time in six days, falling 
173.47, or 2.1 percent, to 
8,300.02 after rising 196 points 
on Tuesday. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 17.27, 
or 1.9 percent, to 893.06, and 
the technology-laden Nasdaq 
composite index fell 19.35, or 
1.1 percent, to 1,731.08. 

On Tuesday, stocks soared 
after an upbeat reading on 
consumer confidence lifted 
hopes for an economic 
rebound later this year. 

The Dow is still 26.8 percent 
above the lows it reached in 
early March, but 41.4 percent 


below the record high it hit in 
October 2007. 

The drop in bond prices 
Wednesday followed a well- 
received auction of $35 billion 
in five-year notes and a day 
ahead of an auction of $26 
billion in 7-year notes. All 
told, the government plans to 
turn out $101 billion in debt 
this week. 

Some traders fear demand for 
Treasurys could weaken as the 
government issues massive 
amounts of debt to fund 
its financial and economic 
rescue programs. The Federal 
Reserve has said it would buy 
up to $300 billion in Treasury 
debt this year as part of its 
efforts to keep borrowing 
costs low. But investors are 
now concerned that the central 
bank isn’t buying as much as 
some had hoped. 

Wednesday’s stock market 
retreat also came as General 
Motors Corp. said not enough 
bondholders agreed to swap 
their debt for company stock, 
meaning the automaker is 
almost certainly headed for 
bankruptcy protection. GM 
has until Monday to either 
finish restructuring outside of 
court or file for Chapter 11. 
Value in its stock would be 
wiped out. 

GM slid 29 cents, or 20.1 
percent, to $1.15. 
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Cheers For Cheney

But isn’t 
anybody on Sotomayor’s side the least bit 
embarrassed by all this liberal condescension? 
Republicans are not allowed to mention 
Sotomayor’s ethnicity lest they be branded 
bigots, but every Democrat on cable television 
harped on her multicultural “diversity” and 
“obstacle”-climbing. Obama made sure to 
roll his r’s when noting that her parents came 
from Puerrrrto Rrrrico. New York Sen. Charles 
Schumer stated outright: “It’s long overdue 
that a Latino sit on the United States Supreme 
Court.” Color-coded tokenism dominated the 
headlines, with blaring references to Sotomayor 
as the high court’s potential “first Hispanic.” 
Missouri Sen. Claire McCaskill — one of 
the leading Democrats tasked with guiding 
Sotomayor through the nomination process — 
carried the “compelling personal story” talking 
points to the tokenist extreme in an interview 
on Fox News: 

“If you look at what this woman has been 
through, and the obstacles that she has had 


to overcome, I think she does have a richly, 
uniquely American experience that makes her 
incredibly qualified to pass judgment on some 
of the most important cases in our country,” 
McCaskill asserted. “Overcoming incredible 
odds, and I think that is an experience that 
is new to the courts. There have been a lot 
of privileged people that have landed on the 
Supreme Court. The fact that she has lived the 
life of the common American, trying to grow 
up in public housing, reaching for scholarships, 
reaching for the courtroom as a courtroom 
prosecutor, all of those things will make her a 
better and wiser judge. And I don’t think that 
is identity politics. I think that is the American 
experience.” 

Clever. Challenging Sotomayor’s credentials 
and extreme views on race and the law is not 
merely anti-Hispanic. It’s anti-American! 

More significantly, McCaskill waved the 
high-hurdle card after being asked to defend 
Sotomayor’s infamous statement at a 2001 
University of California at Berkeley speech 
asserting brown-skin moral authority: “I 
would hope that a wise Latina woman with the 
richness of her experiences would more often 
than not reach a better conclusion than a white 
male who hasn’t lived that life.” McCaskill 
actually denied that Sotomayor had made the 
remarks, then argued the words were taken out 
of context. 

You want context? It’s even worse than that 
sound bite. As National Journal legal analyst 
Stuart Taylor reported, “Sotomayor also 
referred to the cardinal duty of judges to be 
impartial as a mere ‘aspiration because it 
denies the fact that we are by our experiences 
making different choices than others.’ And 
she suggested that ‘inherent physiological or 
cultural differences’ may help explain why ‘our 
gender and national origins may and will make 
a difference in our judging.’” The full speech 
was reprinted in something called the Berkeley 
La Raza Law Journal. □

New coral reef found off coast of Ireland 


GALWAY, Ireland, May 26 (UPI) — Irish scientists say 
they have discovered a major coral reef off Ireland’s west 
coast covering approximately 77 square miles in the North 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Researchers from the National University of Ireland and 
the French Institute of Research for the Exploitation of the 
Sea, led by NUI marine ecologist Anthony Grehan, said 
the reef includes about 40 carbonate mounts, some rising 
as high as 328 feet above the sea floor. 

“These are by far the most pristine, thriving and hence 
spectacular examples of cold-water coral reefs that I’ve 
encountered in almost 10 years of study in Irish waters,” 
said Grehan. “There is also evidence of recent recruitment 
of corals and many other reef animals in the area suggesting 
this area is an important source of larvae supply to other 
areas ...” 

The study is part of a pan-European project funded by the 
European Commission to study interactions among corals, 
fish and fisheries. 

Grehan said vulnerable marine ecosystems such as coral 
reefs represent one of the last untapped reservoirs of 
potentially useful bio-compounds that might support 
the development of new anti-viral or anti-bacterial 
pharmaceuticals. □

White House referees battle 
among U.S. spy agencies

WASHINGTON (AP) — A turf war between 
the two senior intelligence chiefs over the role 
of CIA station chiefs in U.S. embassies has 
forced national security adviser James L. Jones 
to step in to mediate, according to current and 
former U.S. government officials. 

The jockeying between CIA director Leon 
Panetta and National Intelligence Director 
Dennis Blair centers on Blair’s effort to choose 


his own representatives abroad instead of relying 
only on CIA station chiefs, the current and 
former officials said. They spoke on condition 
of anonymity because of the sensitivity of the 
dispute. The national intelligence director, a 
position created after the 2001 terror attacks 
on the United States, oversees and coordinates 
activities of the CIA and the 15 other civilian 
spy agencies and is the president’s chief 
intelligence adviser.

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President Obama promotes clean energy, stimulus plan

LAS VEGAS (AP) — 
President Barack Obama 


hailed renewable energy as 
economical, efficient and a 
job-creator as he marked the 
first 100 days of his economic 


stimulus plan. 

In a Western trip devoted 
mainly to raising political 
money, ObamasaidWednesday 


that the $787 billion stimulus 
is paying dividends across the 
United States. 

He also announced more 
spending for renewable 
energy after touring a large 
field of solar panels at Nellis 
Air Force Base, near Las 
Vegas. The sun-powered cells 
provide a quarter of the base’s 
power needs and will save the 
Air Force nearly $1 million a 
year, Obama said, speaking in 
a large hangar warmed by the 
desert heat. 

The $100 million public- 
private solar power system 
covers 140 acres (55 hectares) 
and generates more than 14 
megawatts of electricity. 
Obama’s aides had mocked 
reporters for making a fuss 
over his first 100 days in office 
— a common milestone for 
U.S. presidents — but Obama 
was eager to assess the first 100 
days of the stimulus package. 
It has “saved or created 
nearly 150,000 jobs,” he said, 
including “jobs building solar 
panels and wind turbines; 


making homes and buildings 
more energy-efficient.” 

The White House job claims 
are difficult to verify because 
they are based on estimates 
of how bad the economy 
might have been without the 
stimulus rather than actual 
employment data. The country 
has lost 1.3 million jobs since 
February, a figure the Obama 
administration says would 
have been far higher if not for 
the recovery effort. 

Obama said more than $467 
million in stimulus money 
will be used “to expand and 
accelerate the development, 
deployment and use of 
geothermal and solar energy 
throughout the United States.” 
The president sandwiched the 
midday event between two 
political fundraisers: one on 
Tuesday night in Las Vegas for 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, a fellow Democrat, 
and one set for Wednesday 
night in Los Angeles for 
the Democratic National 
Committee. □

KEY WEST, Florida (AP) — 
A 13-year project to create 
a new artificial reef off the 
Florida Keys for sport diving 
and fishing culminated 
Wednesday with the 
scuttling of a massive World 
War II ship last used by the 
military to track missiles and 
spacecraft. 

It took just under two 
minutes to sink the 523- 
foot-long Gen. Hoyt S. 
Vandenberg after demolition 
experts triggered a series of 
explosives that lined both 
sides of the ship’s bilge area 
below the waterline.

Former and current CIA

“It’s kind of scary to think 
about, actually, we used to 
live on that ship, and see how 
quick it went under.

The dueling messages 
sketched the battle lines for 
what promise to be closely 
watched Senate hearings on 
Sotomayor’s nomination, with 
heavy political consequences 
for both parties. 

Democrats, signaling that 
they hope to score political 
points against Republicans in 
the debate over Sotomayor’s 
nomination, e-mailed 

contributors telling them the 
minority party was “ready to 
obstruct.” 

Democratic Sen. Robert 
Menendez, head of the party’s 
Senate campaign committee, 
wrote that “we have a fight on 
our hands.” 

The judge’s Capitol Hill debut 
could come as early as next 
week, when top aides said she 
could begin making personal 
“courtesy calls” on Senate 
leaders and members of the 
Judiciary Committee. 

For now, many of the senators 
who hold the judge’s fate in 
their hands are scattered in 
home states across the country 
or destinations around the 
world during their weeklong 
congressional break. There 
is little public partisan 
debate about Sotomayor’s 
nomination. 

In private, the 54-year-old

ATLANTIC CITY, New 
Jersey (AP) — An employee 
was shot Wednesday inside 
the Trump Taj Mahal 
Casino Resort and died soon 
afterward, and a suspect was 
in custody, the casino’s CEO 
said. 

Ray Kot was a shift manager 
who had been with the casino 
since the day it opened in 
1990. 

“He was the loveliest human 
being you ever want to meet,” 
said Mark Juliano, CEO 
of Trump Entertainment 


Resorts, which runs the 
casino. “He didn’t have an 
enemy in the world.” 

Juliano said there did not 
appear to be a dispute between 
Kot and the shooter, whose 
identity wasn’t immediately 
disclosed. 

Kot was shot three to four 
times in a nonpublic office 
just off the casino floor, 
Juliano said. He was taken 
to a medical center, where 
he died several hours later 
following surgery. 

The shooter was not a casino 
employee, Juliano said. 

The casino shut its table 


games down Wednesday 
evening and sent home 
workers assigned there. 
Police said they recovered 
the gun used in the shooting 
after arresting the suspect in 
a parking garage. 

It was the second incident 
involving a gunshot at the 
casino this year. 

On Jan. 30, a suspect inaNew 
York embezzlement case 
pulled a gun and threatened 
to kill himself in an office 
there, sparking an 11-hour 
standoff that included his 
accidentally firing a shot 
before he surrendered.

Episcopal Church ousts 61 
clergy in bishop dispute

FRESNO, California (AP) 
— National leaders of the 
Episcopal Church have 
ousted 61 clergy who aligned 
with a former bishop in 
California when he broke 
with the national church in 
a dispute over the Bible and 
homosexuality. 

Former Bishop John-David 
Schofield led the Diocese of 
San Joaquin to become the 
first full diocese to secede 
from the U.S. denomination 
in 2007. Four years earlier, 
Episcopalians consecrated 
their first openly gay bishop, 
setting off a wide-ranging 
debate within the church 
and upsetting conservative 
congregations. 

Schofield ultimately was 

removed as head of the 

diocese and barred from 
performing any religious 
rites. He maintains he is an 
Anglican bishop under the 
worldwide church. 

Episcopal leaders said 

Wednesday they were 

deposing all clergy who 
severed their ties and joined 
Schofield in affiliating with 
an Anglican archdiocese in 
Argentina. 

Jerry Lamb, the new Episcopal 
Bishop of San Joaquin, called 
the decision to oust the clergy 
“heartbreaking.” 

“But, the fact is, they chose 
to abandon their relationship 
with the Episcopal Church,” 
he said. 


Schofield said in a statement 
Wednesday that Anglican 
leaders across the globe 
recognized the deposed clergy 
as priests and deacons in good 
standing. 

“Clearly, the traditional 
understanding of what it 
means to be a member of 
this historic Communion has 
been tragically altered by 
this action,” he said. “The 
Episcopal Church needlessly 
isolates itself from their 
brothers and sisters around 
the world.” In December, the 
breakaway diocese joined 
with three others and dozens 
of individual parishes in the 
U.S. and Canada to announce 
that they were forming a North

The midmoming blast on a 
crowded street damaged an 
area nearly as big as a city 
block, mangling cars, spraying 
bricks in all directions and 
leaving behind a swimming 
pool-size crater. Most of 
the dead and injured were 
civilians. 

Interior Minister Rehman 
Malik said militants were 
striking out because they 
were losing the fight with 
government forces battling to 
uproot extremists in the valley 
and the tribal areas in the 
northwest near Afghanistan. 

“I believe that anti-Pakistan 
elements, who want to 
destabilize our country and 
see defeat in Swat, have now 


turned to our cities,” Malik 
told reporters. 

A group calling itself Tehrik- 
i-Taliban Punjab claimed 
responsibility for the bombing 
in a Turkish-language 
communiquepostedonTurkish 
jihadist Web sites Wednesday, 
saying it was related to the 
fight in Swat, according to 
SITE Intelligence Group. The 
claim could not be verified 
and the group’s relationship to 
the Taliban was unclear. 
Washington and other Western 
allies back the Swat campaign 
andarewatchingclosely, seeing 
it as a test of the government’s 
resolve to combat the spread 
of extremism in Pakistan. 
TheattackinLahore,Pakistan’s 
second-largest city, was far 


from the restive Afghan border 
region where the Taliban have 
established strongholds from 
which officials say they have 
launched attacks on Western 
forces in Afghanistan. 

It was the third deadly assault 
since March in Lahore, the 
intellectual and cultural heart 
of the Punjab, the country’s 
most populous province. 
Before March, it had largely 
escaped the violence that has 
plagued many parts of the 
country, but officials now fear 
militants may be choosing 
targets there to make the point 
that nowhere is beyond their 
reach. Officials said three 
suspects had been detained. 
Policeandgovemmentofficials 
described a coordinated assault 
on a compound that housed 
several government buildings, 
including a Punjab provincial 
government office, a police 
emergency call center and 
buildings housing the Inter- 
Services Intelligence agency, 
or 1ST 

A white van pulled up in a 
narrow street separating the 
police and ISI buildings, 
police officer Sohail Sakheera 
told The Associated Press. 
Two gunmen stepped out from 
either side of the van, took 
cover behind concrete barriers 
protecting the buildings and 
opened fire, one on the ISI 
building, the other at the 
police building. A grenade 
was lobbed at the ISI building, 
he said. 

A driver remained in the van. 
Security guards returned 
fire and the fighting lasted 
several minutes, until one of 
the attackers was hit by ISI 
sharpshooters. Then a huge 


explosion erupted as the bomb 
was detonated. 

“The moment the blast 
happened, everything went 
dark in front of my eyes,” 
witness Muhammad Ali said. 
The police building collapsed, 
crushing some officers and 
trapping others. Walls were 
sheared off the ISI building. 

A crater several yards in 
diameter and several feet 
deep marked the exact spot 
of the blast, which provincial 
government official Sajjad 
Bhutta said was caused by 
100 kilograms (220 pounds) 
of explosive. 

The ceilings of several 
operating rooms in a nearby 
hospital fell in, injuring 20 
people. 

Raja Riaz, a senior provincial 
government minister, told 
reporters about 30 people 
were killed and at least 250 
wounded. Fifteen police and 
several intelligence agents 
were among the dead, officials 
said. The remainder of the dead 
and the bulk of the wounded 
were civilians caught in the 
blast or hit by shrapnel. 

The police building appeared 
to catch the brunt of the 
explosion, but one expert said 
the ISI headquarters was likely 
the main target. The complex 
is the main operations center 
for the ISI in Punjab. 

The building also served as an 
ISI interrogation center, where 
operatives including Ahmed 
Omar Saeed Shaikh, who was 
later convicted in the murder 
of U.S. journalist Daniel Pearl 
in 2002, were held for a time, 
agency officials told the AP 
on condition of anonymity 
because they are not authorized 


to talk to the media. 

U.S. officials and others in 
the past have accused the ISI 
of having links to militant 
groups, including the Taliban 
in Afghanistan. But the 
secretive agency has also 
been responsible for capturing 
and interrogating senior al- 
Qaida figures and collecting 
intelligence that helps the 
military’s campaign against 
militants in the border region. 
Mohammad Amir Rana, an 
expert on Pakistani militant 
groups with the Pakistan 
Institute for Peace Studies, 
said the ISI office would have 
been viewed as significant by 
the terrorists because it is the 
provincial headquarters for 
the agency. 

“The message is very strong 
and that is that whoever is 
involved or have role in the 
ongoing military operation in 
Swat, they would be targeted,” 
he said. The army says at least 
1,100 militants have been 
killed in a month of fighting 
in Swat, and that the Taliban 
is in retreat. The military 
on Wednesday said troops 
had cleared militants out of 
Piochar, a village in a remote 
part of Swat that is the rear base 
for Taliban leader Maulana 
Fazlullah, and predicted that 
Mingora, the largest town in 
the valley, would be cleared of 
militants within three days. 
The army on Wednesday 
invited refugees from the 
fighting to return to two 
villages, the first to be declared 
safe enough. More than 2 
million refugees have fled, an 
exodus that aid officials warn 
could turn into a humanitarian 
disaster. □ 


Canada close to sign 
nuclear deal with India 

TORONTO (AP) — Canada is poised to sign a deal with 
India to sell nuclear technology and materials to the energy- 
starved South Asian nation, Canada’s international trade 
minister said Wednesday. 

The pact will open up the lucrative Indian market to Canadian 
nuclear exports for the first time in more than three decades. 
“We’re very close to having an agreement with India related 
to the civilian use of nuclear energy for the purpose of 
helping them meet their energy needs,” said Trade Minister 
Stockwell Day, who would not say exactly when the deal will 
be signed. 

A senior Indian diplomat told the Press Trust of India on 
Wednesday that negotiators are on the verge of finalizing the 
pact. 

Shashishekhar M. Gavai, India’s high commissioner to 
Canada, told the news agency that Canadian and Indian 
officials have exchanged the draft agreement. 

Gavai could not be reached for comment Wednesday. 

In January, Day announced that government-owned 
Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd. had signed a memorandum 
of understanding with India for next-generation nuclear 
reactors. 

It was a turning point for Canada, which stopped nuclear 
co-operation with India in 1974 after its government used 
plutonium from a Canadian reactor to build an atomic bomb. 
The international community lifted a three-decade ban on 
nuclear trade with India last September even though India 
still refuses to sign the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty. 
Some anti-nuclear activists worry India will stockpile 
domestic uranium for military weapons and use uranium 
imports for civilian purposes. 

Canadian negotiators insisted India allow nuclear inspectors 
into civilian facilities, Day said. Under the deal Canadian 
nuclear exports cannot be used for military purposes, added 
Day. Now that the moratorium has ended, countries are lining 
up to sell nuclear technology to India, which wants to build 
25 to 30 new reactors in the coming years. 

“The estimation is over the next 20 years, something like 
anywhere from CA$50 ($44) to CA$150 billion ($133 billion) 
worth of civil nuclear energy needs are what we’re looking 
at,” Day said. 

On Tuesday, a senior executive from AECL told Canada’s 
finance committee the corporation is eyeing foreign markets 
for its next-generation ACR 1000 reactors.□ 
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Cyclone JUla toll up to 191 In India, Bangladesh

CALCUTTA, India (AP) 
— Heavy rains caused deadly 
mudslides and slowed rescue 
efforts Wednesday after 
Cyclone Aila pounded eastern 
India and Bangladesh, killing 
at least 191 people. 

The cyclone destroyed 
thousands of homes and 
stranded millions of people 
in flooded villages before it 
began to ease Tuesday. The 
death toll will likely rise 
in both countries as rescue 
workers reach cut-off areas. 
Mudslides in India’s famed 
Darjeeling tea district killed at 
least 22 people overnight, said 
Asim Dasgupta, the finance 
minister of the worst-affected 
West Bengal state in India. 

The official death toll in India 
stood at 78 by Wednesday, 
Dasgupta toldreporters, adding 
about 2.3 million people were 
affected or stranded in flooded 
villages. 

Bangladesh’s Food and 
Disaster ManagementMinistry 
said the toll there was 113 
after more bodies were found. 
Most victims drowned or were 
washed away when storm 
surges hit coastal areas. 
Soldiers have been deployed to 
take food, water and medicine 
to hundreds of thousands of 
people stranded in flooded 


villages, Bangladeshi 

Minister Abdur Razzak told 
reporters Wednesday. In India 
rescuers evacuated more than 
41,000 people by Wednesday, 
Dasgupta said. 

At least 500,000 villagers were 
affected or stranded, mostly 
by flash floods caused by 
tidal surges, said Ziaul Alam, 
the local administrator in 
Bangladesh’s Khulna district. 
The cyclone also caused 
damage in the Sundarbans, a 
tangle of mangrove forests that 
is home to one of the world’s 
largest tiger populations. 
Conservationists expressed 
concern over the tigers’ fate. 
At least one tiger from 
the flooded reserve took 
refuge in a house. Forest 
guards tranquilized it and 
were planning to release 
it once the waters subside, 
said Belinda Wright of the 
Wildlife Protection Society 
of India, which assisted in the 
operation. 

It is believed about 250 tigers 
live on the Indian side of the 
Sundarbans and another 250 
live on the Bangladeshi side. 
Conservationists in India said 
water levels were too high for 
ecologists and forest officials 
to enter the area and assess the 
extent of the damage.

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North Korean threatens U.S„ South Korean shipping

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— North Korea threatened 
military strikes on U.S. 
and South Korean ships 
Wednesday and renounced a 
1953 truce halting the Korean 
War fighting — an escalation 
of tensions in the wake of 
Pyongyang’s nuclear test. 

The threats, which follow 
Seoul’s decision to join more 
than 90 nations in stopping and 
inspecting ships suspected of 
transporting banned weapons, 
raised the prospect of a naval 
clash off Korea’s west coast. 
U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton responded 
by saying North Korea 
faces consequences for its 
nuclear and missile tests and 
denouncing its “provocative 
and belligerent” threats. 

She also underscored the 
firmness of the U.S. treaty 
commitment to defend South 
Korea and Japan, which are 
in easy range of North Korean 
missiles. 

The U.N. Security Council 
was debating how to punish 
the North for its nuclear test 
Monday, what President 
Barack Obama called a “blatant 
violation” of international law. 
Ambassadors from the five 
permanent veto-wielding 


council members — the 
United States, Russia, China, 
Britain and France — as well 
as Japan and South Korea 
were working on a new 
resolution. 

South Korea, still divided 
from the North by a heavily 
fortified border, had 
responded to the nuclear test 


by joining the Proliferation 
Security Initiative, a U.S.-led 
movement to stop ships from 
transporting banned nuclear 
goods. 

Pyongyang lashed out at 
both the U.S. and South 
Korea, calling Seoul’s move 
to join the PSI tantamount 
to a declaration of war and a 
violation of the truce keeping 
the peace between the two 
Koreas. 

“Full participation in the PSI by 
a side on the Korean Peninsula 
where the state of military 
confrontation is growing acute 
and there is constant danger of 
military conflict itself means 
igniting a war,” North Korea’s 
Committee for the Peaceful 
Reunification of Korea said 
in a statement carried on state 
media. 

The regime warned that it 
would “deal a decisive and 
merciless retaliatory blow” 
to anyone trying to inspect its 
vessels. 

North Korea’s army said it 
would be “illogical” to honor 
the 1953 armistice between 
the two Koreas, given the 
violations by the U.S. and 
South Korea, and said it could 
no longer promise the safety 
of U.S. and South Korean 
warships and civilian vessels 
in the waters near the maritime 
border. 

The Korean People’s Army 


Associated Press 

said in a statement that North 
Korea has “tremendous 
military muscle” and was 
“able to conquer any targets in 
its vicinity at one stroke.” 
Clinton said North Korea has 
made a choice to violate U.N. 
Security Council resolutions, 
ignore international warnings 
and abrogate commitments 
made during six-nation nuclear 
disarmament talks. 

“There are consequences 
to such actions,” she said, 
referring to discussions in 
the United Nations about 
punishing North Korea for its 
nuclear and missile tests. 

She did not provide specifics, 
saying only that the intent of 
diplomats was to “try to rein 
in the North Koreans” and get 
them to fulfill commitments 
made in the nuclear talks. 
Clinton said she was pleased 
by a unified international 
condemnation of North Korea 
that included Russia and 
China, North Korea’s closest 
major ally and the host of the 
currently stalled disarmament 
talks. Despite her tough words, 
Clinton held out hope that 
North Korea would return to 
nuclear disarmament talks and 
that “we can begin once again 
to see results from working 
with the North Koreans toward 
denuclearization that will 
benefit, we believe, the people 
of North Korea, the region and 


the world.” 

At the White House, 
spokesman Robert Gibbs 
played down North Korea’s 
angry rhetoric, saying the 
threats will only add to its 
isolation. 

He said North Korea has 
threatened to end the armistice 
many times in the past but the 
peace has held. 

The Russian Foreign Ministry 
saiditvoiced“serious concern” 
about the nuclear test to the 
North Korean ambassador 
and urged Pyongyang to 
respect the U.N. resolutions 
and return to the disarmament 
talks. 

The truce signed in 1953 
and subsequent military 
agreements call for both sides 
to refrain from warfare, but 
don’t cover waters off the 
west coast. North Korea has 
used the maritime border 
dispute to provoke two deadly 
naval skirmishes — in 1999 
and 2002. 

The latest confrontation 
comes as Pyongyang may 
have restarted its weapons- 
grade nuclear plant, South 
Korean reports said. 

U.S. spy satellites detected 
steam at North Korea’s 
Yongbyon nuclear complex, 
a sign it may be reprocessing 
nuclear fuel, the Chosun 
Ilbo newspaper said, citing 
an unidentified government 
official. South Korea’s Yonhap 
news agency carried a similar 
report. 

But the Institute for Science 
and International Security 
think tank in Washington said 
commercial satellite imagery 
by DigitalGlobe taken on 
Tuesday did not show any 
steam. 

The move to restart the plant 
would be a major setback 
for international efforts to 
get North Korea to disarm. 
North Korea has about 8,000 
spent fuel rods which, if 
reprocessed, could allow it 
to harvest 13 to 18 pounds of 
plutonium — enough to make 
at least one nuclear weapon, 
experts said.

Sharapova joins Safina, Ivanovic in 3rd round

PARIS (AP) — Maria 
Sharapova struggled again in 
her Grand Slam tournament 
comeback at the French 
Open, needing three sets and 
a few extra games to reach the 
third round with a 6-2, 1-6, 
8-6 victory over llth-seeded 
Nadia Petrova on Wednesday. 
Again playing with tape on her 
troublesome right shoulder, 
the unseeded Sharapova 
hung on to join top-seeded 
Dinara Safina and defending 
champion Ana Ivanovic in the 
next round. 

“Obviously I am spending a 
little bit more time out there 
than I want to, but I think 
I’m learning so many new 
things, as well,” Sharapova 
said.

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) 
— Dwight Howard scored 
10 points in overtime to lead 
a sharp-shooting Orlando 
to a 116-114 win over the 
Cleveland Cavaliers on 
Tuesday, giving the Magic 
a surprise 3-1 lead in their 
NBA Eastern Conference 
finals series. 

The Magic had to overcome 
44 points and a last-second 
shot by Cleveland star 
LeBron James to notch the 
win that puts them within 
a game of the NBA finals. 
Game 5 is in Cleveland on 
Thursday. 

Howard finished with 27 
points, 14 rebounds and 
7 of 9 free throws for the 
Magic, who made a team 


record 17 3-pointers — 11 
after halftime. 

“I had to get myself going,” 
Howard said of his overtime 
effort, which included three 
dunks, a tip-in and two free 
throws. “My teammates 
found me in the right place 
to score and I kept scoring. 
“I hate losing, especially 
on my home floor. We kept 
fighting for the win.” 
Orlando’s Rafer Alston 
added 26 points and Rashard 
Lewis and Mickael Pietrus 
had 17 each. 

James was spectacular 
again, adding 12 rebounds 
and seven assists, but he 
had eight turnovers for 
the Cavs, whose season is 
slipping away. 

A Lewis free throw with 3.2 
seconds left gave the Magic 


the 116-114 lead, and the 
Cavaliers one last chance. 
League MVP James, who 
saved the Cavaliers with 
a 3-pointer on the buzzer 
in Game 2, was double- 
teamed on the inbounds 
pass but still managed to 
get free. He got the ball, 
dribbled into the frontcourt 
and rose from 35 feet for 
his shot, which fell short. 
James, who played the 
entire second half OT, has 
scored more than 40 in 
three games in the series. 
Cleveland is 0-3 in them. 
“He didn’t look tired. He 
just nearly hit a 50-footer 
from halfcourt,” Howard 
said of James, exaggerating 
the distance a bit. “I love 
playing against him.” 
Cleveland’s Mo Williams 
scored 18 points, none 
after the third quarter. 
Delonte West added 17 and 
Zydrunas Ilgauskas had 12. 
History is on the Magic’s 
side heading into Game 5.

Dawson vacates IDF belt 
te pursue richer fight 


PANAMA CITY, Panama 
(AP) — Light heavyweight 
champion Chad Dawson has 
decided to vacate his IBF title 
after the organization refused 
to grant an exception to an 
immediate defense against 
mandatory challenger Tavoris 
Cloud. 

It’s the second time in 
recent weeks that one of the 
federation’s most visible 
champions has given up its 
belt to pursue more lucrative 
bouts. Welterweight Josh 
Clottey vacated his title last 
month to fight WBO champ 
Miguel Cotto on June 13. 


Promoter Gary Shaw informed 
the IBF of Dawson’s decision 
at its annual convention on 
Wednesday. 

“No major television network 
was willing to buy the fight, 
(and) the IBF left us little 
choice,” Shaw said in a 
statement. “I respect the IBF’s 
decision, but the fight they 
were forcing us to do was 
commercially unviable.” 
Dawson (28-0, 17 KOs) easily 
defended his IBF and IBO 
titles in a rematch against 
Antonio Tarver this month. 
Rather than defend against 
Cloud, the hard-punching 26- 


year-old is reportedly eyeing a 
fight with former champ Glen 
Johnson, whom Dawson beat 
in a close unanimous decision 
early last year. 

Dawson has a history of giving 
up belts for richer fights. He 
defended the WBC title three 
times before vacating it to fight 
Tarver rather than mandatory 
challenger Adrian Diaconu of 
Romania. 

Cloud (19-0, 18 KOs), an 
exciting but relatively obscure 
American prospect, hasn’t 
fought since knocking out 
Julio Cesar Gonzalez in a title 
eliminator last August. □

ROME (AP) — A rare 
headed goal by Lionel 
Messi helped Barcelona 
beat Manchester United 2- 
0 in the Champions League 
final on Wednesday, giving 
the Spanish side its third 
European Cup title and 
third trophy in a magical 
season. 

Samuel Eto’o put the 
Spanish champions ahead in 
the 10th minute and Messi’s 
70th-minute goal — his 
ninth in the Champions 
League this season — 
sealed the victory over the 
defending champions at the 
Stadio Olimpico. 

The triumph completed 
a sweep of titles for 38- 
year-old Barcelona coach 
Pep Guardiola in his first 
season, after wins in the 
Spanish league and cup. 
The former Barcelona star, 
who started as a ball boy at 
Camp Nou, now joins five 
others who have won the 
title both as a player and a 
coach. 

“When I won as a player 
I was young and it was 
magnificent,” Guardiola 
said of his 1992 triumph 
at Wembley against 
Sampdoria. “But now 
winning the treble at the 
first attempt is marvelous.” 
Guardiola became the 
youngest coach to win 
European soccer’s top 
club competition since the 
European Cup became the 
Champions League in 1993. 
Barcelona also won the 



trophy in 1992 and 2006. 
United had been chasing 
its fourth European Cup 
title, and fourth trophy this 
season after winning the 
Premier League, FIFA Club 
World Cup and League 
Cup. 

But United was thoroughly 
outplayed by the Spanish 
side as Messi scored his 
38th goal of an amazing 
year for Barcelona, which 
has 153 league and cup 
goals this season. 

Xavi floated a diagonal ball 
into the United area to find 
Messi unmarked, and the 5- 
fooot-7 (1.69 m) Argentina 
striker — renowned for his 
deft dribbling and shooting 
— used his head to loop the 
ball over United goalkeeper 
Edwin van der Sar and into 
the net. 

Messi set off colorful 
celebrations at one end of 
the stadium, filled with 
62,467 fans, and left English 
fans in silence. 

The loss left Man United 
manager Alex Ferguson at 
25 titles in 23 seasons. He 
failed to match Liverpool’s 
Bob Paisley’s three titles in 


the competition. 

“We started the game 
brightly. We were confident 
and we could have been in 
front,” Ferguson said. “We 
had the ball but didn’t use 
it very well.... We defended 
fantastically all season 
but they were two shoddy 
goals. 

“We didn’t play as well as 
we can, but they are a good 
team. We have to give them 
credit. Xavi (Hernandez) 
and (Andres) Iniesta can 
keep the ball all night. They 
made it very difficult.” 
South Korean winger 
Park Ji-sung became the 
first Asian to play in a 
Champions League final. 
He almost scored for United 
in the opening minute but 
his shot was deflected wide 
after Cristiano Ronaldo’s 
free kick had been blocked 
by the goalkeeper. It was 
the nearest United came to 
scoring all night. 

The victory also marked 
the first Champions League 
title for Barcelona striker 
Thierry Henry, who was 
on the losing side when 
Arsenal lost to Barcelona in 


2006. 

“Finally, I’ve been waiting 
for so long to get this title 
and now finally today,” 
said Henry, who had been 
doubtful for the final 
because of a knee injury. 
“The last five minutes were 
the longest of my life.” 
United almost went ahead 
in the opening minute 
when a needless foul by 
Yaya Toure on Anderson 
handed Ronaldo an early 
free kick. His powerful 
drive was blocked by the 
hands of goalkeeper Victor 
Valdes and Park’s rebound 
was deflected for a comer 
by Gerard Pique. 
WithBarcelona’s dangerous 
forwards barely getting 
a touch of the ball in the 
early stages, there was little 
danger at the other end until 
the Spanish champions 
went ahead with their first 
attack of the game. 

Iniesta started the move 
with a break through 
midfield and found Eto’o 
on the right. The striker 
cut inside a weak tackle by 
Nemanja Vidic and poked a 
low angled shot past Van de 
Sar. 

The goal changed the 
pattern of the play with 
Barcelona’s stars settling 
into their confident style 
of interpassing. United, 
now chasing the game, was 
unable to create any real 
danger. Ronaldo wanted to 
shoot at every opportunity, 
but fired wide and headed 
over. 

Ferguson reshaped his 
attack for the second half, 
sending on a second striker, 
Carlos Tevez and later 
added Dimitar Tevez. That 
left United undermanned 
in midfield and Barcelona 
continued to create 
openings. 

Barcelona could have added 
more but Van der Sar saved 
twice from Carles Puyol 
and Ronaldo was shown 
the yellow card for some 
petulant late challenges on 
the Barcelona captain. □

“Pretty good start for the 
tournament,” said Safina, who 
lost in the Australian Open 
final and was the runner-up 
at Roland Garros last year. “I 
just played a good game today, 
good enough to win.” 

Ivanovic looked more 
comfortable on court after 
struggling in her opening 
match. The eighth-seeded 
Serb broke the 32-year-old 
Tanasugarn twice in the first 
set and three times in the 
second.

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Pobreza se reduce en Peru, pero sigue tension social

LIMA (Reuters) - La pobreza 
en Pern se reduj o en 3,1 puntos 
porcentuales hasta el 36,2 por 
ciento en el 2008 frente al ano 
anterior, informo el miercoles 
el Gobierno, mientras encara 
una mayor presion social 
de sectores que reclaman 
beneficios del crecimiento 
economico en el pais. 

El presidente Alan Garcia, que 
cumplira en julio tres anos 
de Gobierno, ha prometido 
reducir la tasa de pobreza al 
30 por ciento para cuando 
deje el cargo en el 2011. 

Pero criticos a su gestion 
afirman que sera dificil que 
cumpla con ese objetivo, 
en momentos en que la 
crisis mundial ya comenzo 
a desacelerar la actividad 
productiva del pais. 

Un alto indice de pobreza es 
peligroso para la estabilidad 
del pais andino en el mediano 
y largo plazo y podria permitir 
el surgimiento de opciones 
de candidatos anti sistema 
para las proximas elecciones 
presidenciales, segun 

analistas. 

De acuerdo al Instituto 
Nacional de Estadistica e 
Informatica (INEI), la pobreza 
se registra en mayor medida en 
las areas rurales o andinas de 
Pern, con un 59,8 por ciento, 
generalmente relegadas de las 
localidades mas desarrolladas 
ubicadas en la costa, como la 
ciudad de Lima. 

La tasa de pobreza en el 
area urbana es de 23,5 por 
ciento, por debajo de la cifra 
global, segun el organismo. 


En tanto, la pobreza extrema 
-poblacion que no accede 
siquiera a una canasta minima 
de alimentacion- bajo en el 
pais al 12,6 por ciento el 2008 
frente al 13,7 por ciento del 
2007. 

PROTESTAS 

La reduccion de la pobreza 
se dio en un ano (2008) en el 
que la economia de Pern se 
expandio un 9,89 por ciento, 
una de las mayores tasas 
de crecimiento del mundo 
principalmente por el salto de 
sus exportaciones de materias 
primas. 

El Gobierno enfrento el 
miercoles nuevas protestas 
de nativos amazonicos que 
demandan desde hace varias 


semanas la derogatoria de 
una serie de leyes que afirman 
vulnera sus territorios, ricos 
en recursos naturales. 

Las leyes fueron aprobadas 
por Garcia, usando poderes 
especiales que le otorgo el 
Congreso, en su afan de atraer 
las inversiones principalmente 
extranjeras para la exploracion 
y explotacion de petroleo, gas 
y recursos forestales. 

En la region del Cusco cientos 
de nativos, con arcos y flechas, 
marcharon por el pueblo 
mas cercano a las ruinas de 
Machu Picchu y por la unica 


via del tren que conduce a la 
ciudadela inca, ante la mirada 
de asombro de los turistas. 

En Lima, unas 2.000 personas 
marcharon por la ciudad en un 
rechazo a la politica economica 
de Garcia, protesta organizada 
por el gremio de sindicatos 
de trabajadores de Pern que 
provoco casos vehicular y 
malestar de los transeuntes. 

La television local reporto 
protestas de gremios de 
agricultores en el interior del 
pais, en la que no se produjeron 
incidentes. 


MAS CIFRAS 

En el 2007, la cifra de pobreza 
alcanzo al 39,3 por ciento en 
Pern frente al 44,5 por ciento 
del 2006, segun cifras del 
INEI. La poblacion peruana 
asciende aproximadamente 
a unos 28 millones de 
habitantes. 

La crisis economica global 
desatada en septiembre 
del ano pasado ya le paso 
factura a Pern, que muestra 
una desaceleracion de su 
produccion. En el primer 
trimestre la economia peruana 
avanzo un 2 por ciento, frente 
al 10,4 por ciento del mismo 
periodo del ano pasado. 

El presidente Garcia ejecuta 
este ano un plan de estimulo 
economico de unos 3.200 
millones de dolares, una 
inversion publica extra al 
presupuesto nacional para 
concretar basicamente obras 
de infraestructura. 

El obj etivo del plan es asegurar 
para el 2009 un crecimiento 
economico en torno al 3,5 por 
ciento. Garcia, que cumplio 
el fin de semana 60 anos, 
goberno por primera vez entre 
1985 y 1990, periodo cuando 
el pais se sumio en una 
profunda crisis economica e 
hiperinflacion. La pobreza en 
1990 se ubico por encima del 
50 por ciento.□ 


Venezuela: retienen a novelista 
Mario Vargas llosa 


Principes de Asturias 
en Bogota 

BOGOTA (AP) - El principe Felipe de Borbon y su esposa 
Letizia Ortiz, en su segundo dia de visita en Colombia, 
recibieron el miercoles las Haves de Bogota y fueron 
declarados “huespedes ilustres” de la ciudad. 

Felipe de Borbon y su esposa, que recibieron la mencion de 
manos del alcalde de Bogota, Samuel Moreno, se declararon 
llenos de alegria y admiracion por una ciudad que se ha 
convertido “en un centro del saber, de la educacion y de la 
creacion artistica e intelectual”. 

Horas antes, los principes fueron recibidos por el presidente 
colombiano, Alvaro Uribe, en el palacio de gobierno. 
Mientras Don Felipe sostuvo un encuentro de trabajo con 
el mandatario colombiano, la primera dama de la nacion, 
Lina Moreno, se reunio en privado, con Dona Letizia. Ni 
Uribe ni el principe formularon declaraciones a la salida de 
su encuentro. □ 


CARACAS (AP) - El afamado escritor peruano 
Mario Vargas Llosa fue retenido por mas de 
una hora en el aeropuerto internacional por 
funcionarios de migracion el miercoles tras 
arribar al pais para participar en un foro de 
intelectuales promovido por una organizacion 
privada opositora al gobierno. 

Tras salir de esas instalaciones interiores del 
aeropuerto, el escritor relato a la prensa que 
un funcionario de aduanas “me advirtio... que 
como extranjero yo no tenia derecho a hacer 
declaraciones politicas” en Venezuela. 

Dijo que le respondio que “estando en la tierra 
de (Simon) Bolivar, el libertador de America 
del Sur, nadie podia ponerle cortapisas al 
fibre pensamiento, a la fibre expresion, y que 
yo iba hablar con toda libertad como lo hago 


siempre”. 

Luego de la revision usual del pasaporte, 
Vargas Llosa se traslado al area de aduanas del 
aeropuerto donde debio aguardar por mas de 
una hora mientras su equipaje era sometido a 
una revision exhaustiva, segun se pudo observar 
desde uno de los pasillos del terminal aereo. 
“Me revisaron todo el equipaje y han 
comprobado que no traigo nada de contrabando, 
ningun material explosivo, ni subversivo, salvo 
algunos libros de poesia”, indico Vargas Llosa. 
El episodio fue parecido a lo ocurrido con su 
hijo, el periodista Alvaro Vargas Llosa, que el 
lunes fue retenido por casi tres horas antes de 
permitirsele el ingreso al pais tras una revision 
de sus documentos de identificacion. □
